Preservinc Roots. Afier potatoes and other roots 
are pul into the cellar, they should be kept from the 
light and air. Some cellars are provided with glass 
windows, by which they are kept light all winter; but 
roots of all kinds will not keep so well in such cellars, 
unless they are pnt in close casks, boxes, bins or pens, | 
and covered up closely, if there be a small quantity of | 
live earth with roots in general, when they are put into 
the cellar, and they are kept in the same condition as 
when taken out of the ground, without becoming dry, 
they will remain sweet and good; butif they are dry 
and exposed to light or heat, they loose their life, sweet- 
ness and good qualities. Last fall we put beets, carrots 
and turnips in close casks, with earth: a layer of earth 
and roots,and they keep perfectly well, and were as good 
in May as they were in the fall. These roots were all 
uch Kinds as do not nsually keep well without some 
care. ‘They were the early-rooted beet, early horn 
carrot, and the common English early garden stone tur- 
nip. We used pure live earth, a foot or so from the 
surface, that it might be free from manure or other im- |

HORSES. 
By the general consent of mankind, it seems 
'to be conceded that the horse is the most noble, 
useful and beautiful of all animals. Kind, do- 
icile and even affectionate in their dispositions, 
there is no animal, the dog perhaps excepted, 
that is so closely attached to his master, and 
|appears so well to understand even his wishes, 
as the horse. We never felt disposed to blame 
or ridicule the expressions of fondness an Arab 
‘will bestow upon his favorite mare; one that 
-has been an ininate of his tent, as it were, for 
perhaps twenty or thirty years; one that has 
carried him safe through all his exploits of 
thieving and robbing without faltering or stum- 
bling; one that knows his voice among a thou- 
sand, and in any situation will come at his bid- 
ding, always meeting gracefully his caresses, 
or bearing him off in flight, proudly and safely. 

But when the commendation of being the 
most noble and beautiful of animals was given 
to the horse, those who bestowed the epithet, 
‘must, we think, have had in view the finer spe- 
cimens of the race, rather than the miserable 
hangneck, poverty-stricken skeletons, that are 
miscalled horses, and meet one in sttch count- 
less numbers at every turn in our country. 
For some years past our farmers seem to have 
been seized with a mania for breeding horses ; 
mares have been condemned to bear colts saxs 
intermission ; no matter how mean she may 
have been, or how completely unqualified to 
bring forth a good colt, the owner has satisfied 
himself by repeating the adage, that a bad cow 
may have a good calf; and the consequence 
has been, that, while cattle have sadly decreas- 
ed in numbers, worthless horses are eating up 
the substance and prosperity of multitudes of 
our farmers. 

A man who loves a good horse, (and who 
does not?) has his feelings sadly tried by the 
droves of “ villainous, spavined, foundered, nar- 
aganset pagers” or trotters, that he is compel- 
led to meet, let him go where he will; ani- 
mals utterly worthless, except, perhaps, to drag 
a plough or a wagon about the farm for a few 
days in the year, and the remainder of the time 
a dead weight upon the hands of the owner. 
A good horse will always sell well. Perhaps 
:there is no species of property less liable to 
fluctuation or deprecation in value, than a good 
horse. But what, in this respect, are horses in 
‘general? ‘Take one hundred of the first horses 
you meet on our farms, old and young, and 
, what think you they would bring a head, if 
{sold under the hammer for cash ? and they will 
‘bring cash in no other way. Ten, fifteen, or 
jtwenty dollars on an average, perhaps; and 
yet these scape goats have cost the owners, in 
rearing, nearly as much as horses that would 
average one hundred dollars each. 
| The plain truth is, we have too many horses 
| by one third, and those we have are too poor 
by one half; and when we undertake to make 
sales of them, we find such to be the fact. 
Such horses run the farmer in debt; they do 
not pay the expense of raising, or any where 
| near it—and the sooner this truth is realized, 
,the better for all. Now let no farmer who is 
burdened with old or worthless horses, say to 
himself on reading this—“ It is true I have 
more horses than | want, or than is profitable 
to keep over the winter, and I must get rid of 
two or three of the oldest. There is neighbor 
| A and B, they have no horses, and they some- 
times come to me for one; to prevent lending 
i them one fit for service, I will give old Spitfire 
ito A and Herod to B.” If a man has a parti- 
icle of honor in his constitution, or carries such 
ja thing as a conscience in his bosom, he will 
| go to his neighbor and steal from him his last 


jten dollars, his only bushel of wheat, or his 
|children’s loaf of bread, before he .will inflict 
‘upon him such a curse as the gift of an old 
+horse. We know there are multitudes of poor 
jmen who can with difficulty provide bread, who 
| have a great penchant for a horse, and will ac 
|cept of one as old and helpless as their grand= 
| father, work hard to keep the breath of life in 
it through the winter, when they should be bet- 
,ter employed, and finally before spring comes, 
| be obliged to consign the animal to the crows. 
| If you have an old horse who is past service, 
{the good he has done you, deserves a better re- 
|compense than the tender mercies of a drunken 
|ragamuffin, or the starvation of a poor man’s 
‘lot. Kill him, but do not give him away to be 
labused or starved. Kill him, and make a

Mr. Boynton 
seems wholly convinced that the fire was caused by an 
incendiary, as no fire to his knowledge had been in the 
barn since that morning. After the goods were remo-

SUPERSTITION OF HORSESHOE. 

The horseshoe was of old, held to be of es- 
pecial service as a security against the attacks 
of evil spirits. This virtue may have been as- 
signed, perhaps, by the rule of contraries, from 
its being a thing incompatable with the cloven 
foot of the Evil One; or from the rude resemb- 
lance which the horse-shoe bears to the rays of 
glory which, in ancient pictures, are made to 
surround the heads of saints and angels; or 
finally, from some notion of its purity acqnired 
in passing through the fire. This latter suppo- 
sition receives some countenance from the 
method resorted to for the cure of horses that 
had become vicious, or afflicted by any distem- 
per which village farriery did not understand ; 
such disease was invariably attributed to witch- 
craft, and the mode of cure seems to imply the 
belief that the imperfect purification by fire of 
the shoes which the animal wore, had afforded 
an inlet to malevolentinfluences. Accordingly 
the horse was led into the smithy ; the door was 
closed and barred; the shoes were taken off, 
and placed in the fire, and the witch or war-

It destroyed 
the vital powers of the wheat, produced a fail- 
ure, and rendered it necessary to sow again.

at Surat. The late destructive 
at Surat commenced in the house of a Parsee 
which had been accidentally set on fire by boiling 
pitch, or dammer, which ignited. To whatever cause 
its origin may be attributed, it appears that in conse- 
quence of the difficulty in obtaining water it was at 


first much neglected. A fresh northerly breeze 


was 
blowing at the time, the flames spread rapidly, and 
shortly after sunset exhibited a fearful extent and 


strength of fire. The wind in the evening decreased, 


but the fire was augm< nted, and the vast volume of 
dense smoke which arose in enormous masses, was 
brilliant with the intensely fierce flame. In some of 
the narrow streets crowded with fine spacious houses, 
the fire acquired a force past al! endurance or descrip- 
tion. The fire was so fierce, the heat so intense, the 
volume of flame so vast, that nothing escaped. In its 
progress, the flames as it were, licked up every thing. 
Walls fell in, and when the fire continued with such 
strength, every thing was levelled with the ground. 
The heat and dryness of the season aided the combust- 
ion, and the conflagration was soon beyond the power 
of man to control. All night the fire raged fierce, and 
within a few hours fram its commencement must have 
covered, it is siated, an area of three miles, shifting its 
course as the wind varied. Afteran interval of calm, 
just at day light the next day, a breeze sprung up from 
about south-west, and directed the fire up a new col- 
umn of buildings, and it raged the whole of that day 
in the same awful manner as before. Many of the 
poor inhabitants who had removed their property to 
distant places of fancied safety, from which the fire 
had passed away, were surprised by a return there of 
the conflagration and lost their all.

We have heard preached, and from 
a puritan pulpit too, the doctrines of passive 
obedience and non-resistance to the arbitrary 
will of the sovereign ; dattrines, upon which I 
had thought that the mitred tombs of the Bish- 
ops of James the Second had long since closed 
forever. Sure [ am, Sir, that these doctrines 
were never before heard from a pulpit in New- 
England ; unless, indeed, it were in the chapel 
of Sir Edmund Andros We have been told 
that the voice of a mob is to be regarded as the 
indication of the will of Providence, that the 
time for reform has not yet come. This is a 
new exposition of the old doctrine, ‘ Vox pop- 
uli, vox Dei ;’ a doctrine, which, in any shape 
and in all its bearings, I most solemnly deny. 
I would sooner believe in the infallibility of one 
man at Rome, than of any number of men in 
‘America. I hear the voice of God neither in 
the whirlwind, nor in the fire, nor yet in the 
confused shoutings of innumerable multitudes ; 
but only in the oracles of His word, in the life 
and teachings of His son, and in the still small 
voice which speaks within me. If I have the 
testimony of these witnesses to a truth, I aver 
that I must needs believe and proclaim it, 
though it be denied by the acclamations of a 
people or of a world. 

These are strange things, Sir, to be done and 
said in New-England. Surely, if our forefa- 
thers could have foreseen, with prophetic eye, 
the spirit which now possesses their sons, they 
never would have dared the ocean, and braved 
an iron coast, to secure such liberty to their 
children. They might have had such freedom 
as this athome. James, and Charles, and Laud, 
and Strafford, would never have denied them 
such rights as these. The Star-chamber and 
the Court of High Commission never molested 
those who acknowledged the voice of the ty- 
rant to be the voice of God. 

But our fathers thought that such freedom as 
this was but slavery embittered by insult. 
They left the pleasant land of their birth, and 
came to a wilderness, that they might enjoy, 
and transmit to us, that freedom which they 
held to be the dearest of God’s gifts to man— 
the freedom of conscience, of thought, of ut- 
terance. 

And a few years later, their puritan brethren,

Let us embalm his memory in our 
hearts! Let us resolve to make his name fa- 
miliar as a household word, and to teach our 
children to revere and Jove the memory of the 
proto-martyr in the cause of universal freedom! 
But while we pay this just tribute to the hon- 
ored dead, it becomes us solemnly to reflect 
what influence his fate, and the spirit which it 
has shown to exist around us, should have up- 
on ourselves.

science. Poverty and obscurity are peculiarly 
adapted to arouse the latent powers of the mind, 
and to call forth and invigorate that principle 
which forms the basis of all intellectual great- 
ness—a noble spirit of self-dependence. From 
what situation in life have those master spirits 
of every age arisen who have blessed the world 
by their intellectual efforts? Let history an- 
swer. Glance fora moment at the names of 
those who stand high on the catalogue of re- 
nown for a demonstration. Ferguson raised 
himself from the humble station of a shepherd’s 
boy to the honor of the first astronomer of his 
age. Columbus, the indigent and almost friend- 
less sailor, has left a new world as a living me- 
morial of his intellectual greatness. Franklin, 
the printer’s boy, became one of greatest philo- 
sophers that ever lived. Roger Sherman, a dis- 
tinguished statesman of the American Revolu- 
tion, Was a shoemaker. Dr. Adam Clarke was 
the son of a country school-master, but rose to 
be the best biblical critic of modern times. 
Samuel Lee was a carpenter, but he became a 
celebrated professor of the Hebrew language in 
Cambridge University, England. Shakespeare 
was-a butcher in his youthful days. Herschel, 
the celebrated astronomer, was a British sol- 
dier. Simpson rose from the weaver’s loom to 
a place among the most renowned mathema- 
ticians. These are only a few of the sparkling 
diamonds found in the ‘ lower classes ’—costly 
pearls extracted from the depths of obscurity. 
They, by their own exertions, united with some 
happy accident, which called forth their hidden 
talents, have become the admiration and the 
glory of the civilized world. ‘The most impor- 
tant requisite for the pursuit of knowledge un- 
der such circumstances is invincible and obstin- 
ate determination. ‘This is of the utmost im- 
portance, and it is idle to dream of accomplish- 
ing any thing great and noble without it; but 
with it we may accomplish wonders. In situs 
ations where ordinary intellects would quail in 
despair, minds fed by this deathless fire, this 
high energy of purpose, have seemed to burst 
jnto a brilliant flame—have nerved themselves 
into a kind of omnipotency, which has swept 
away the most disheartening influences and 
difficulties, and enabled them to surmount the 
most formidable obstacles. It is an axiom in 
the literary world, that nothing which is with- 
in the bounds of human practicability is impos- 
sible to the mind determined on its purpose.—

There is a central point in every 
man’s life, around which all his toils and cares 
jrevolve. Jt is that spot which is consecrated 
_ by the names of wife, and children, and home. 
A secret, an almost imperceptible influence 
from that spot which is like no other on earth, 
steals into the breast of the virtuous laboring 
man, and strengthens every weary step of his 
toil. Every blow that is struck in the work- 
‘shop and the field, finds an echoin that holy 
shrine of his affections. If he who fights to 
protect his home, rises to the point of heroic 
virtue ; no less may he who labors, his life 
long, to provide for that home. Peace be with- 
in those domestic walls, and prosperity beneath 
‘those humble roofs! But should it ever be 
! otherwise ; should the time ever come when 
the invader’s step approaches to touch those 
sacred thresholds, I see in the labors that are 
‘taken for them, that wounds will be taken for 
|them too; I see in every honest workman 
around me, a hero. 


So material do I deem this point—the true | 


nobility of labor, I mean—that I would dwell 
/upon it a moment longer, and in a larger view. 
| Why, then, in the great scale of things, is la- 
bor ordained for us? Easily, had it so pleased 
; the great Ordainer, might it have been dispen- 
|sed with. The world itself might have been a 
}mighty machinery for the production of all that 
|man wants. The motion of the globe upon its 
axis, might have been the power to move that 
;world of machinery. Ten thousand wheels 
'within wheels might have been at work; ten 
‘thousand processes, more curious and compli- 
,cated than man can devise, might have been 
|going forward without man’s aid; houses 
might have risen like an exhalation,

Bet- 
ter, I say, not because of that splendor and 
beauty, but because the act creating them is 
better than the things themselves ; because ex- 
jertion is nobler than enjoyment; because the 
laborer is greater than and more worthy of hon- 
or than the idler. I call upon those whom I 
address, to stand up for that nobility of labor. 
It is heaven’s great ordinance for human im- 
provement. Let not that great ordinance be 
broken down. What dol say? It és broken 
down ; and it has been broken down for ages. 
Let it then be built up again; here if any 
where, on these shores of a new world, of a 
new civilization. But how, I may be asked, is 
it broken down? Do not men toil, it may be 


said. They do indeed toil, but they too gener- 


sent into camp to draw the weekly allowance 

| of provisions for his mess, fell unfortunately

It 
was introduced into Germany about a certury ago; and 
within a few vears has been cultivated in Great Brit- of | 
ain. Itis said to yield a good crop, say thirty or forty 
bushels to the acre, on ordinary land—and sometimes we 
will yield from seventy-five to one hundred bushels to 
the acre. It will produce from twenty to twenty-five the 
pounds of flour per bushel. [t does well in the poor- wi 
est soils; is not affected by the cold—is heavier in the sey 
grain, and by some is said to be more palatable than co 
the kind of buckwheat usually cultivated. It is valua- ha 
ble for bread stuff, and as food for horses and hogs If thi 
the accounts given of this Indian wheat are correct, it 
must prove a valuable addition to our stock of grain.

| There is scarcely any thing, says the Knick- 


;etbocker, which tends more to the improvement | 
having in vain tried every method to restore | of a town, than a fair and liberal support offer- | 


|ed to mechanics of every description. Popula- 
|tion is necessary to the prosperity of any coun- 
try ; and the population being of an honest and 
industrious character, renders prosperity mcre 
certain, uniform and unvarying. Scarcely any 
place has risen to much importance, even if 
possessed of the best commercial advantages, 
without due regard to the encouragement of 
the mechanical arts. For though the importa- 
‘tion of merchandise forms the leading features 
|of such a place, the various arts of mechancs 
|are put invariably into requisition, and are in- 
| dispensable to render the progress of commer- 
cial operations safe. ‘To an inland town, me- 
chanics are equally important as elsewhere. 
They constitute a large and highly respectable 
| portion of society in counties, but in towns and 
villages they are almost a leading constituent 
part of their growth and population. 

To afford ample support to this class of citi- 
zens, so highty useful and necessary, is certain- 
ily the duty of those engaged in other pursuits. 

Some branches of mechanism have to sustain 


no competition from abroad, the nature of their | 


| business preventing such inroads or interferen- 
ces; others are, however, subject to be innova- 
ted upon by the importation of similar articles 
of foreign produce, made at rates, inducing a 
preference over our own productions. Al- 
though trade and commerce in all their vari- 
ous branches should be free and unshackled, a 
regard for the prosperity of our residence should 
induce us to afford a reasonable support to our 
mechanics: we should at least give them a 
preference when we are not losers by it. A 
little experience will have convinced many that 
it is, in most cases, for their interest to do so, 
independent of many other considerations.

he assures me that they have constructed it in 
such a manner, as to have two tracks. 


There is one other circumstance that I will 
mention, aithough I[ will not at this time pro- 
pose it; which is, if this bill is to pass, where- 
by the States takes, or is accountable for so 
much, I think they ought to have more influ- 
ence in the direction and management of it: 
there is a greater amount of money to be ex- 
pended, and taken care of. When we advan- 
ced the one million, we were then about one 
third part interested, and we had one third part 
in numbers of the Directors—the stockholders 
(or corporation) had six and the State three; 


now we shall have more than three quarters of | 


the stock, (or are responsible for it,) therefore 
the number of Directors in behalf of the State 
‘ought to be increased—we ought to have a 
majority and not the corporation. It has been 
'said, that if we pass this bill, we shall involve 
the State, and create a debt which will accu- 
mulate to a vast amount, and finally be paid 
‘only by a direct tax; that we virtually mort- 
gage our estates, as security for its payment. 
Admit, for a moment, this is true, (which, by 
the way, I deny,) and here I will advance a 
'principle—which I hold as sound doctrine— 
that it is for the interest of every industrious, 
enterprising and business man, to be in debt— 
for, when he is thus situated, his earnest desire 
is to be frugal, economical and attentive to his 
business. He will not indulge himself or his 
family in any unnecessary and extravagant ex- 
pense. : 

| himself to frequent the plays, or other ruinous 
/amusements; his sole aim is to save his earn- 
|ings, for the purpose of being free from debt. 
| Just so with towns. Let your town treasuries 
|be full, and how long will they remainso? A 
|thousand foolish and unnecessary appropria- 
| tions will be made ; and as a proof of it, look 
at the effects of the surplus revenue, which we 
have received. Sir, it has been a curse, rather 
\then a blessing to many towns—it has caused 
more disputes, quarrelling and difficulty, than 
the whole was worth. Many towns, unjustly, 
appropriated a part of it, to pay their debts, and 
before the year was out, got much farther in 
debt, by foolish appropriations, than they were 
before they received it. It is principally so 
with coungies, and with this State. Let the 
State Treasury be full, and how long will it re- 
main so? Sir, it is a nationai debt which sus- 
tains the durability of a government. Had it 
not been for the national debt of England, that 
government would long ago have tumbled to the 
cround. I do not like that government myself. 
We have a very different one—but the same 
cause may sustain ours, that has sustained 
that. I hold it as a good principle that all gov- 
ernments had better be in debt. It has been 
said, that it is the money of our constituents, 
and not our own, that we are voting away. 
This is true, and it is their interest that I am 
advocating, and those that are coming after 
them, and not my own. A few years, and I 
shall be in my grave. I wish, sir, that every 
one of my constituents were present, anc you 
would then see what their feelings would be.

| vice, every where around him:—teaches him

‘truth of that salutary maxim, recorded by the 
| wisest of men for the benefit of posterity—that 
“he who ruleth his own spirit is mightier than 
‘he that taketh a city.” It tends to free the 

mind from prejudice, that insuperable barrier to 
‘the entrance of truth. It enables its possessor 
'to become instrumental in framing wise laws 
for the best good of society—and wisely to ad- 
|minister those already in existence. It like- 
| Wise introduces its possessor to an acquaintance 
with historical truth—on the pages of which 
are recorded the experience of wisdom, as well 
jas the folly of unprincipled greatness and am- 
| bition. 

From the fate of others whe have been de- 
voured by the lust for power—or the treachery 
of unprincipled associates, it warns us to stand 
a and by learning what man has been, and 

what, under similar circumstances and events 
ihe may be again, the mind and resolution may 
| be assisted and strengthened, in regulating the 
| conduct in conformity to the dictates of wisdom 
land the principles of philosophical truth. Ed- 
ucation tends also to preserve the freedom and 
\independence of our country, as a mation. 
| What, I would respectfully inquire, would be 
'the consequence—were the rising generation 
to grow up in ignorance, attended by her in- 
separable companion, superstition?

Do I hear any cav- 
iller to useful invention exclaim—why ° was 
Gallileo imprisoned and persecuted even unto 
death ? or why Columbus died,

A singular account is given of 
the powers possessed by a lady, who died recently at 
Leicester, England, of swallowing, with impunity, 
strong doses of calomel and other medicines. The 
facts, says the Transcript, as incredible as they appear, 
are attested by the declarations of many medical gen- 
tlemen, whose surprise being excited by the tales _rela- 
ted of her extraordinary faculty, visited her in person, 
and ascertained the truth of the story. 

About twenty years ago she was attended by a med- 
ical gentleman, who found that a slight dose of calomel 
had no effect upon her, and he gradually increased the 
dose till he reached ten grains, when he was afraid to 
proceed further. He told her his fears; she pressed 
him to give hera stronger dose, but he declined. Ve- 
ry well,’ said she, and on his departure she provided 
herself a pair of scales, and increased the dose herself. 
From that she continued to take calomel, gradually in- 
creasing the quantity, unul she acquired the wonderful 
power of swallowing immense doses without injury.

wal nature. From this source has arisen a 
meagre earthly philosophy—a prevalent belief 
in the outward senses alone—the consequence 
of which has been the recognition of value in 


those pursuits on/y, which have for their ob-/| 


ject the external comfort, and the 
adornment of human lite. 

While, therefore, we should highly appreci- 
ate knowledge as an end of education—and, 
while our souls should burn with a generous 
ardor, im pursuing and imparting it—we should 
view it only as the means of moral elevation 
and usefulness. The great—the uJtimate ob- 
jects and influence of education, virtually be- 
long to another sphere of existence—whose 
happiness or misery very essentially depend 
on the moral and religious—and not on the in- 
tellectual character of our race.

Under the laws of this Commonwealth, the 
body of the citizen—unless, indeed, he be poor 
and in debt—is jealously protected. Not a 
hair of his head can, with impunity, be harmed. 
The law lifts up its trumpet voice against per- 
_sonal injury, so long as it is merely physicai. 

But, when physical evil become linked in with 
moral—when the destroyer takes hold of soul 
and body together, to drag them into a pit— 
then, the arrows of the law are returned into 
their quiver—its thunders are laid aside; and 
its shield is spread over the pit into which they 
both go down! 

It may be too much to expect, from human 

laws, that they protect the morals of society 
from corruption, and even from temptation. 
But 7s it too much to ask that they will not 
throw open the doors of temptation, and hold 
them open, that the ‘simple ones’ may go 
down threugh them into the chambers of death 2 
Is it too inuch to ask that the sale of intoxica- 
ting drink may be prohibited by penal laws? 
It is said, we are aware, that this will be an in- 
fringement of the citizen’s rights. We answer 
_—-then are those rights already infringed. All, 
but a few, are already forbidden, by penal sta- 
tute, to retail ardent spirits. Is it a Greater in- 
fringement of rights, or a bolder stretch of pow- 
er, to restrain the few, of ‘ gaod moral charac- 
ter,’ than it is, to restrain the many of an Oppo- 
site description ? 


Again, may not our neighbors—our children 
—be protected by penal statute, from * practices 
against their health’ and life, as well as the 
lower orders of creation? By penal statute, 
We protect our fish from poison—why not our 
men? By a penal statute—by a thousand dol- 
lars fine, and a year’s imprisonment in the 
county jail—we punish the man who shall ‘ ex- 
pose any poisonous substance with the intent 
that the same should be taken and swallowed 
by a neighbor’s cattle.’ Why not, then if 
)fwith the intent that it be taken and swallow- 
ed’ by the neighbor himself? So that  sick- 
|ness, delirium, death ensue, what matters it by 
what name the draucht be railed? “To the 
sufferer, or to society, is the injury less, be- 
cause the delirium is longer continued, and the 
death-pains more protracted? If Ibe willingly 
accessory to my brother’s death, by pistol or 
cord, the law holds me guilty; but guiltless, if 
'I mix his death-drink inacup. The halter is 
my reward if I bring him his death in a bowl of 
hemloc; if, in a glass of spirits, I am rewarded 
with his purse. Yet, who would not rather 
die—who would not rather see his child die, by 
|hemloc than by ram? ‘The law raises me a 
igallows if I set fire to my neighbor’s house, 
though not a soul perish in the flames.

FOREIGN NEWS. 

Encianp. There has not been in London 
for several years so destructive a fire as that 
which occurred on the 10th of January. The 
exchange is entirely destroyed. The flames 
were first observed issuing froin Lloyd's coffee- 
house, at about half past ten, by a watch- 
man. The alarm was instantly given: but 
before the engines arrived, the flames werecom- 
taunicated to the Exchange. Some time elap- 
sed before water could be procured, and in the 
interim the fire spread with alarming rapidity, 
and a delay occurred before the gates could 
opened to enable the engines to enter the court 
yard; but when an entrance was gained, it was 
too late to save the building. By midnight the 
whole edifice was in a blaze, so that the exer- 
tions of the firemen was fruitless. The confla- 
gration was visible for miles round. In 
than five hours from the commencement of the 
fire the whole edifice was in ruins. Owing to! 
the presence of the military, and the general} 
good order of the crowd, no accident occurred. | 
The principal papers have been saved. The, 
edifice now destroyed was built in the reign of | 
Charles Il. The statute of Sir Thomas Gre 
sham, the architect, was not injured. A new 
exchange is already talked of. 

Both the English and French papers are full 
of accounts from the Canadas. The latest in- 
formation received conveys the exploits of Me’ 
Kenzie at Buffalo. A meeting has been held 
by the people of Leeds, in which resolutions 
were passed sympathizing with the Canadians, 
and pledging themselves to use every constitu- | 
tional means to induce the government to re- 
dress the grievances of the Canadians. 

An address has been voted to the queen at a! 
meeting of mechanics in the Corn Exchange, 
Dublin, at which Mr.O’Connell presided, thank- | 
ing her for the good will she has displayed to- 
wards Ireland, and passing encomiums on the 
liberal administration of Lord Melbourne.

Then, the highway robber 

who snaps his loaded pistol at the head of the 

traveller, with a determination to blow out 

his brains, is not a murderer, simply, because 

his pistol did not go off, or because he missed 

his aim—then the assassin, who thrusts his | 
poniard at your heart with a design to take 

your life’s blood, is not an assassin, simply be- 

cause he did not aim the blow aright, or because 

the weapon fell from his nerveless arm, or was 

wrested from his grasp. No matter whether | 
the duellist falls himself a victim or prostrates |

er—-in the one, as much as in the other.

Most High. To attempt his defence is to 
“turn judgment backward,” break the bands o

III. The duellist dies as the fool dies because 
he is more influenced by a false law of honor 
among men than by all other considerations. 

We have seen, under our first division, 
he has no religious principle. We shall now 
glance at that law by which he is governed. 
And what és the law of honor by which duellists 
are governed ? It is, according to Arch Deacon 
Paley, “a system of rules constructed by peo- 
ple of fashion, and calculated to facilitate their 
intercourse with one another, and for no other 
purpose.” With this law, right and wrong, the 
law of God, the duties of men to their families 
and their country, have nothing todo. The 
duellist does not profess to be governed by any 
of those great principles which God has ordain- 
ed to promote the peace and well being of So- 
ciety. The Saviour of men he may with im- 
punity trample under his feet—he may be an 
infidel in his creed—a Nero to his subjects— 
a tornado in his passions—a gambler—an adul- 
terer—a murderer, and still, never transgress 
the law of honor. See what the law of honor 
does. See those two individuals. One is pro- 
voked. A challenge to fight is the consequence. 
It must be accepted, or he who is challenged is 
a coward—he is outlawed by all the men of 
honor. Their wives and children are forgotten 
—the interest and welfare of their country 1s 
obliterated from their minds. They go armed 
to the field of blood—they sport with life—the 
blood-hounds fire—one falls—the victim welt- 
ers in his blood—* dies as the foo! dies.” The 
survivor, Cain like, “a fugitive and a vaga- 
bond,” secludes himself from society, till the} 
indignation of an insulted cominunity is a little 
mitigated—till the first rage has subsided ; and 
then appears again, as a man of honor.

Tur Muirit1a. The House lately instructed the 
committee of the Militia to inquire into the expedien- 
cy of providing for a classification of the citizens Mable 
to bear arms, according to age. The first class in the 
proposed system is to consist of all males between 
twenty-one and thirty years of age, except only clergy- 
men, officers honorably discharged, persons infirm af 
body or weak in mind, and those convicted of infamous 
offences. The soldiers enrolled in this class are requir- 
ed to perform an active military duty of not less than 
four days in the year, receiving a reasonable per diem 
compensation. The second class is to be formed of 
males from eighteen to twenty one years of age, and 
from thirty to forty five years old, to do such duty only 
as is required by the laws of the United States. All 
fines are to be paid into the treasuries of the several 
towns where they are incurred, after deducting a per 
centage or compensation to the collecting officer, to be 
accounted forto the State, and the payment of ser- 
vices to be made by the commonwealth through the 
town treasuries. Fines are to be assessed like taxes in 
proportion to the property of the individual. The pre- 
sent militia system of this State, is admitted to be inef 
ficient and unequal in its operation.

EQUAL RIGHTS. 

As the self-styled ‘liberal party,’ have as-| 
sumed the position that the denial of licenses 
to sell spirituous liquors by the present Board 
of County Commissioners is a violation of those | 
equal rights which belong to every person in| 
the community, we propose to call the attention 
of the public to the examination of this subject | 
and show the entire fallacy of this position, and | 
in what consists equality of rights. 

Equal rights consist in granting the same 
privilege to each and every person without 
any denial. If you give to one person the 
privilege of exercising any particular profes- 
sion or calling, you must extend the same priv- | 
jlege to every other person in the commu- 
nity, or you would violate the claim to equal | 
rights of those persons to whom you deny the 
enjoyment. Now the ‘liberal party’ propose 
by the election of their ticket of County Com- | 
missioners to grant licenses to sell spirituous 
liquors to certain persons, whom the County’ 
Commissioners might select, and who may hap- 
pen to possess certain qualifications, and not that 
any person in the community should enjoy the 
same privilege, #f it be any, but that the greater | 
portiow of the same community must and should 
be denied its enjoyment, even if they should be 
applicants, and show that they possess all the re-| 
quisite qualifications. This system which they 
propose to adopt denies to one portion of the} 
community what it grants to another, and is 
therefore unequal in its operation, and not 
what the ‘liberal party’ assert it to be. 

The idea of granting licenses to certain 
persons of certain qualifications to sell spir- 
ituous liquors, to the exclusion of others pos- 
sessing the same qualifications, presupposes an 
inequality of rights and privileges in itself, 
and the Legislature must have been aware of 
it, when they enacted a law authorising the 
licensing of taverns and grog shops for this 
purpose. For it is apparent that the only true 
rule which could be adopted to confer equal 
rights upon every citizen, is to permit every 
ene to sell spirituous liquors, or to prohibit the 
saie of itentirely. I

The Legislature undoubted- 
ly would have taken one of these two courses, 
had they not considered the sale of it atall a 
great evil, and that the prohibition of the sale 
of it would not ve sustained by the public senti- 
ment atthattime. These must have been their 
reasons for enacting the license law, and clearly 
appear from the law itself, as it coniers the dis- 
cretionary power upon the County Commis- 
sfoners to grant or reject applications for licen- 
ses, as they should adjudge the public good to 
require. The intent of the law authorizing the 
granting of licenses was to prohibit the sale of 
spirituous liquors, whenever the Commission- 
ers believed that public sentiment would sus- 
tain such an adjudication. This object, which 
the Legislature had in view, has been obtain- 
ed, and the Legislature ought to pass a general 
law, prohibiting the sale of spirituous liquors, 
under severe penalties as they have against 
gambling and other kindred vices. Such a 
law would meet with the epprobation of the 
good and the virtuous, would afford the strong- 
est guarantee of those equal rights which 
belong to every citizen, and produce a most 


beneficent reform in the morals of the commu-

whatever ; but if the land be good, the expense 
the same, and the crop twice as great, one-half, 
of course will be clear gain. Hence the vast 
importance of adopting such a course of farm-. 
ing as to tend constantly to the improvement of | 
the land. This course is not close cropping | 
wheat, nor suffering it to remain constantly in 
meadow or pasture. 

But to effect improvement in land, it is ne- 
cessary to pursue a course of rotation in crops 
—to manure as much as is practicable, either 
by stable manure, or turning under green crops, 
with a proper use of lime—and to render all 
wet ground sufficiently dry by under draining. 
For this, capital is necessary; and a farmer 
must not only have land to cultivate, but he 
must have means beside in sufficient quantity 
to carry on his operations to the best advantage. 
If he cannot get these means otherwise, he 
ought immediately to sell a part of his land, 
and devote the avails to improving the remain- 
der. 

It is true that many farmers have made money 
by close cropping with wheat; but there is no 
doubt that instead of this, they had pursued a 
proper course of rotation, they might have done 
as well at the time, and instead of exhausting 
their land, been constantly rendering it more 
productive. A proof of this is afforded by an 
experiment made several years ago. One por- 
tion of land was cropped every second year; 
on another portion a longer time intervened be- 
tween the crops of wheat; by a judicious system 
of rotation; and although wheat was the main 
crop, yet the increased fertility which this 
course caused. and the consequent increase 
both in the wheat and intervening crops, ren- 
dered the latter course ultimately the most pro- 
fitable, with the additional advantage of leaving 
the ground in the best condition. 

Corn, wheat, oats, barley, &c., being all sim- 
ilar in their effects in exhausting land, it be- | 
comes necessary to introduce the culture of 
some other crops more generally than exists at 
present, in order to form a proper rotation. 
Peas and beans are both excellent for proceed- 
ing any of the grain crops just mentioned ; and 
the red-eyed China bean, cultivated in drills or 
hills, would doubtless be as profitablé as wheat 
or corn. 

The culture of root crops is a most powerful 
means of enriching land. A crop of corn the 
last summer, was twice as productive after ruta 
bagas, as after corn, fertility and manuring be- 
ing the same in both cases.
